Port Arthur, Texas, December 1, 1915. 

The Gulf Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
assembled for its thirteenth annual session, Wednesday, December 1, 
1915 at 9:00 a. m., in the Chapel of the Port Arthur College, Port 
Arthur, Texas, Bishop Wilbur P. Thirkield, presiding. 

Hymn 560 was sung. The Bishop read from the Discipline the 
paragraph entitled, “Behavior at Conference,” after which prayer was 
offered by the Bishop and the hymn 630 was sung. The Sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper was administered by the Bishop, the District Su- 
perintendents, the resident Pastor and the General Secretary of the 
Temperance Society. 

Conference Called to Order.

Gulf Conference be instructed to secure a loan sufficient to meet the 
present emergency now facing the Port Arthur College, this amount 
to be apportioned to the charges of the conference.

Report of the Treasurer was read and adopted. A collection 
was taken amounting to $9.00 to cover deficit in the accounts.

Dr. Matthew J. Trenery presented the work of the Board of 
Sunday Schools. 

The Secretary announced the preaching assignments for the 
Sunday services. 

Committee on Memorials, on motion of H. S. White, was in- 
structed to prepare a memorial concerning T. J. Jacks, a local preacher 
who died during the year. 

Adjourned with benediction by Dr. Trenery.

On motion of G. B. Hines, J. W. Hervey was made custodian of 
the Conference documents, also official Secretary of the Conference 
with authority to edit and publish the Conference Journal. 

On motion of F. W. Loy the Stewards were requested to take 
up an offering for the permanent fund of Conference Claimants at 
the annual Love Feast, optional with the committee as to how it is 
to be applied. 

The secretary was authorized to edit the reports of the District- 

Superintendents in co-operation with them. 

J. W. Hervey, the secretary of the Cabinet, reported Missionary 
Appropriations, which w^ere adopted. (See Report.) 
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The following motion by H. S. White prevailed: That President 

Price, with the District Superintendents be made a committee to 
arrange for a joint Ministerial Institute to be held at such time and 
place as may be advisable. 

By motion the name of T. E. Webb was added to the Board of 
Home Missions. 

Transfers. 

The B,ishop announced the transfer of H. S. White to the Okla- 
homa Conference and J. R. Basket to the West Virginia Conference. 

Question 26 was called. What is the Annual report of the Con- 
ference Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. $892.00. 

Question 27. What is the annual report of the Conference 
Board of Foreign Missions? $1,044.00. 

On motion of T. J. Shrode /it was ordered that after the ap- 
proval of the minutes and the reading of the appointments the 
Conference adjourned sine die. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved, as 
was also the minutes of the whole session. 

The Bishop addressed the Conference and read the appoint- 
ments. Conference adjourned, the Bishop pronouncing the bene- 
diction.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

The year has been one of healthful progress in general and of 
marked growth in some parts of the District. Each charge has had 
regular pastoral care, though in some cases changes have been made. 

We record with genuine sorrow the death of T. J. Jacks, one of 
our ordained local preachers and supply pastor of the Florien-Neame 
charge. His “triumphant promotion” came, after only a few days’ 
of illness, on September 26. Brother C. A. Perkins devoted some 
fifteen days in special service and in pastoral visiting in closing up 
the year on this work. 

By the transfer of T. F. Swanson to the Southwest Kansas Con- 
ference in March, the Auburn-Smithdale charge was vacated. The 
place has been very acceptably filled by H. A. Goering, who came to 
us from avery successful pastorate in the Indiana Conference. 

The transfer of George C. Struebing to the Southern Illinois 
Conference left the Kinder charge vacant and the place has been sup- 
plied by H. S. Alkire of the Central Illinois Conference. 

In addition to his services as Conference Evangelist, Delos Cassel 
has cared as best he could for the Gloster charge. An unusually 
busy year in evangelistic work has made it impossible for Brother 
Cassels to give the needed time to the charge. We have suffered no 
reverses, but have had no marked progress on the Gloster work. 

De Bidder and De Quincy have each had very successful years. The 
work has been materially strengthened, the membership increased, 
and our standing in each of these communities has been put upon a 
much firmer basis. In each case the year has been the best in our 
history locally. 

New church organizations have been added on both the Martha- 
ville and Sabine charges. On the Marthaville work the new class at 
Cooks, near South Mansfield, is just building a creditable church. 
This organization, with its large and enthusiastic Sunday school, is a 
decided addition to our strength. The new church building on the 
Sabine circuit at Evergreen was dedicated on Octooer 31 with all 
claims paid in full. A new organization at Vine School house is 
making definite plans to build, and the class at Lout’s School house, 
or Dreka, is also planning to erect a new church immediately. 

The Elton charge has had the best year in its history, and has 
developed so far that larger plans should be made for the care of 
our interests in that prosperous section. 

Reporting in particular as Sunday School Missionary of the Gulf 
Conference, let me add that, in addition to having given as close and 



careful direction to the Sunday school interests of the North Louis- 
iana District as possible, I have devoted three months of the year 
to inspirational work and visitation on the charges of the other two 
districts. Twenty-five different places have been visited. 

A visit to Pearland resulted in making the school there, which 
has in all its history been of the “union type,“ a well-organized Meth- 
odist school. 

A new Sunday school at Loranger, Louisiana, on the Southern 
District, numbers 125, with a healthful church organization and a new 
building in process of erection. My plans to visit this school were 
thwarted by a second Gulf coast storm which swept New Orleans and 
that section of Louisiana. We have, however, aided this school by 
supplying literature and by giving such direction as we might. 

A new scbdbl at Cookes, near South Mansfield, has also effected a 
church organization and is putting up a very creditable building. 

Our Sunday school at Vines' school house on the Sabine circuit, 
in a large, prosperous and settled community, has now an organized 
church and a Building Committee is in the field. 

The DeRidder Sunday school, which has an average attendance 
of very nearly a hundred, has now provided four additional rooms for 
its work and its departments are well organized. 

The Houston Heights Sunday school has for months filled its 
building to capacity for effective Sunday school work. Almost wholly 
as a result of the activities of the Sunday School forces, and particu- 
larly of a Young Men's Bible Class, an entirely new building of 
ample proportions has been added to our working plant there. 

The College Heights Sunday school of Houston, which struggled 
thru a very trying early experience and succeeded at last in provide 
ing itself a building, found this building blown from its foundation 
but otherwise not seriously injured by the August storm. 

Despite the unprecedented handicaps of the year we have made a 
gain of 10 in the number of our Sunday School and more than 1000 in 
our total enrollment.

Bishop and Brethren: 

By God's great mercy we are assembled once again at our 
Jerusalem to mingle in Holy fellowship. The territory of the Texas 



district is bounded by rivers, seas and one foreign country. There 
are sixteen Congressional districts in the State and this district 
touches and includes eleven of them. 

Methodism with her applied Christianity has intrenched herself 
in Texas. The critical period has passed. The record of the past 
several years is inspirational and suggestive. Reduced to the math- 
ematical standard of measurement we enroll a membership, including 
probationers of 3,000 souls. We close the year with a gain of 350. 
In addition thereto must be considered 1200 adherents whose sym- 
pathetic support makes possible a still greater future. 

This membership is grouped into 22 pastoral charges, radiating 
into 65 preaching appointments. There are now 40 Sunday schools, 
a gain of 10 during the year; while the Gospel as a winged messenger 
has flown to four additional congregations. 

Our pastors are in large part native to the soil and have grown 
up with the conditions which obtain. We have twenty-three local 
preachers and three exhorters who are associated as important fac- 
tors in our work. Several of these are doing admirable work as 
pastors and from their ranks the Conference is drawing. Five new 
local preaches have been licensed this year. 

There are now in the Texas District ten appointments where we 
need and will build churches just as rapidly as financial means will 
justify. 

We have three new parsonages to report, valued at $3,750.00. 
We have paid $1,500.00 on debts and have expended about $2,000.00 on 
improvements. We have two churches to report valued at $2500. 

The year has witnessed a marked progress in the deepening and 
the more firmly establishing of our organized work and also in the 
entering of several new doors of opportunity. Four new classes have 
been organized this year. Many of our people have the Macedonia 
spirit in their efforts to meet the demands of the work. 

Eighty to ninety per cent of the salaries have been paid. Some 
charges paid in full. The benevolence were presented. We regret 
that deficits will be shown, but financial stringency of three year’s 
duration is the cause. 

Rev. H. S. White has been on nearly all the charges in the in- 
terests of the Sunday schools and much good is the result. We now 
have a Sunday school army of 2568, being a gain of 415 over last 
year. One hundred and fifty conversions are reported from the Sun- 
day schools. There are eight Epworth League chapters doing splen- 
did work a(mong the young people. 

About 350 souls have been admitted to our ranks as members 
this year. An approximation of 1500 professions of grace tell the 
story in part, of 1915. We believe the fruitage will justify the con- 
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fidence of the Church and we rejoice to know that Texas Methodism 
is a mighty factor in the development of a people whose faces are 
toward the morning light. 

A beautiful bungalow parsonage has been erected at Lyford, 
valued at $1,000.00. A fine new annex has been built to our Hous- 
ton Heights church for Sunday school and social purposes. One of 
the best and most modern parsonages in the Conference has been 
completed at La Porte, Texas. The cost of this fine eight room house 
was $1,500.00. In Atlanta a good parsonag of modem build valued 
at $1,250.00 has been finished this year. An old church building has 
been purchased in Center by Brother Ellington, one of our laymen, 
and fitted up for services which will accommodate a large audience. 

This has been an all-round year of blessing and progress. An 
advance in all congregations; the work better developed and sus- 
tained. Finances not up to the desired mark because of money 
stringency, but the present outlook increasingly encouraging. 

This is our view-point vision. The year’s toil has intensified 
it and it is here recorded. Results of the year achieved intensify 
my appreciation of the splendid co-laborers on this District. There 
is a comradry and warmth of heart in fellowship, as we touch elbows 
in the conflict, that makes us of closest kin. My associates are in- 
fluential for good because they desire to be. To be useful to men 
and dear to God is a cherished thought with them. Early and late, 
when they wake, and when they go to sleep, God's service is on their 
minds and in their hearts. 

The year past has been full of care, but no known duty has bee?* 
neglected. As we have labored, we have been cheered and comforted 
by the vision of a future for this South-land, resplendent with the 
glory of Him whose power alone can bring emancipation for mind 
and heart. 

The brotherhood of hearts now co-operating here has power to 
rest the weary and give each other strength to go on to renewed 
victory. 

We have passed the gray dawn — the initial point of our work and 
Texas Methodism is ascending annually nearer the goal of final con- 
quest. 1915 is eneded and its record rests with God. Let Dr. Van 
Dyke’s “Psalm of the Helpers” cheer us as we now enter the new year. 
The ways of the world are full of haste and turmoil ; 

I will sing of the tribe of helpers who travel in peace” — 

“He that turneth from the road to rescue another, 

Turneth toward his goal: 

He shall arrive in due time by the foot-path of mercy, 

God will be his guide; 

He that taketh up the burden of the fainting, 
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Lighteneth his own load; \ 

The Almighty will put his arms underneath him. 

He shall lean upon the Lord. 

He that speaketh comfortable words to mourners, 

Healeth his own heart;

pastois. We have twenty-eight preaching places, nineteen church 
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buildings occupied, and three unoccupied. Eleven parsonages, two 
places where the pastors are furnished with houses without cost, and 
one where the pastor lives in his own house. The present value of 
our church and parsonage property, is approximately $118,201.00, 
which is an increase for the year of $22,000.00. We have approximately 
fifteen hundred members, twenty-five Sunday schools, and nine Ep- 
worth Leagues. 

We have visited all the charges, at least four times during the 
year, and some as many as seven times. We have looked after all the 
interests of the church as best we could, have assisted in revival meet- 
ings, and have always endeavored to encourage the pastors and people 
A spirit of brotherliness has prevailed throughout the year, and we 
have had the kindly cooperation of the pastors, and all the laymen. 
The year's work has been pleasant; the most pleasant of either of my 
four years, of district work. 

I would like to mention each pastor, and charge individually, but it 
would be almost an endless chain, there is so much to be said. Our 
pastors have been true to the trust committed unto them, and have had 
the respect, and for the most part the cooperation of their people. 

We note with pleasure the progress of our great church, as indi- 
cated by the reports of the various Boards, and of the announcement 
of a net gain in membership, in the last quadrenniitm of 506.920. 
When we think of this great company of 4,033,123 Methodists we are 
encouraged to know that we are a part of this number. 

For our further encouragement, I give here a few facts concern- 
ing our own, (The Gulf) Conference. Twelve years ago we met in 
this city, and with this church, but not in this building. At that time 
we had 2,367, full members. At the close of last year, we had 6,004. 
We then had 41 Sunday schools, with a total enrollment of 2,047. We 
now have 87 schools with an enrollment of 6,944. We then had 38 
churches valued at $95,275. We now have 85 churches valued at 
$222,087. We then had 10 parsonages, valued at $10,000. We now 
have 29 parsonages valued at $41,201. We then had 42 pastoral 
charges, we now have 52. We then paid to pastors, including house 
rent, $10,175. We paid last year $26,952. 

Because of the ill health of his family, Rev. W. S. Franklin, who 
was assigned to Ebeneezer at last Conference, was compelled to go to 
a higher altitude. For a time Bro. Weldon, our pastor at Crowley, 
looked after the work. We finally secured one of our local preachers, 
Bro. W. V. Niell, who supplied the w T ork for the remainder of the 
year. Bro. Niell has done well, and is loved by all the people. 

In September, Rev. Peter Parker, who was stationed at Jennings, 
was transferred to the Des Moines Conference, and Rev. R. T. Hodg- 
son was transferred from the same Conference to take his place. 
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Bro. Hodgson closes up a good year at Jennings, and the people are 
unanimous in their request for his return. 

Our Departed. 

On February 12th Rev. Cyrus A. King was called to his Heavenly 
home. Bro. King was one of our honored Veteran Ministers. He 
entered the ministry in Maine in 1859, went to Nebraska in 1871, then 
to Kansas, and in 1890, he came to Louisiana and located at Lake 
Charles, and then at other points over this section. Nor did this 
interest wane; but continued keen to the day of his departure. To 
know Bro. King, was to love him. And although he has departed, he 
will ever live in our memories. 

Sunday Schools. 

To quote another “Sunday school work, is the greatest in the 
world.” With this I am heartily agreed. And I love to think of it as 
a business. In fact I love to think of the ministry, and all lines of 
church work as a business. Our Sunday schools are better organized, 
and I think doing better work than ever before. However, we are 
not yet perfect. There is still much to be done. , 

We have been greatly favored this year, not only by having a 
Sunday School Missionary of our own, on the field, furnished by the 
Sunday School Board, but by the visit of Dr. Matthew J. Trenery, 
Extension Secretary of the Board of Sunday Schools, who together 
with Bro. White, conducted a series of Sunday School Institutes that 
greatly enthused our people. 

Epworth League. 

Next to the Sunday School, I think the Epworth League furnishes 
the greatest field, for activity, and fruitfulness. We have several 
Leagues that ar# doing good work, but I fear we are not as active 
and interested as we should be. We are planning for a convention of 
our young people early in the year, that we feel sure will result in in- 
creased activity. 

Port Arthur College. 

I think it is safe to say that there is a greater increase in educa- 
tion among our people, than ever before. I think it is also true that 
there is a greater interest in Port Arthur College than ever before. 
Through the efficient leadership of President Arthur J. Price, and the 
deep interest and untiring efforts of the Board of Eduration, our peo- 
ple are coming to believe in the possibilities of Port Arthur College. 
Dr. John W. Rancher, one of the Secretaries of the Board of Education, 
came to us several times during the year in the interest of this Insti- 
tution. He did not just drop in to pay us a visit and then pass on, 
but remained several days at a time, working almost day and night. 

This, in my judgment, has done more, in the first place, to 
strengthen our work in this country, and to hearten us in the work. 
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than anything that has coime to us in a long while. In the second 
place, by his efforts, and that of his helpers, the generosity of the 
people, and the generous offer of the Board of Education, we have 
in sight about all but seven thousand dollars of the fifty thousand 
necessary to secure the Port Arthur College. Last session closed out 
the best of any since we have had charge of the institution, and this 
year begins full of promises. The call to our preachers and laymen 
of the Conference is, to get under, and lift. President Price is doing 
all he can to make the institution a success. Let us help him. 

Our Literature. 

The most of our people take one or more of our Church papers.. 
The Sunday schools are all supplied with our own literature, and the 
most, if not all the Epworth Leagues are supplied with the Epworth 
Herald. We encourage the people everywhere to buy of our own 
publishing house. 

New Work and Buildings. 

We have built two new parsonages this year, one at Welsh at a 
cost of approximately $2500 which is as nice as any in the conference. 
Modern in every respect. The other we built at Ebeneezer at a cost 
of about $500. The people are now planning to enlarge it, and when 
done, it will be as nice a little home as any of our pastors have. 

We have two churches in process of construction. One at Port 
Arthur, which is to cost approximately $30,000.00. It is modern in 
every respect, and when completed will be the nicest plant in the Gulf 
Conference. This is made possible by the generosity of Mrs. John 
W. Gates, the self denial of our membership, and the untiring efforts 
of our pastor, the Rev. Ernest Dailey Smith. 

We had hoped to have this church ready for dedication and 
entertainment of this Conference, but because of the storm that 
deluged our city for several days doing much damage to property, 
and causing much suffering, we were unable to do so. 

The other church under way is at Loranger. This is a new work 
in the extreme Eastern part of the State of Louisiana. The work 
was organized in part in the latter part of February, but was not 
completed until May. We now have a church membership of eighty- 
one, Sunday school enrollment of a hundred and twenty, an Epworth 
League of forty. We have a fine class of people here who know how 
to do things. Rev. W. C. Bergmann, of the Northwest German Con- 
ference, is in charge. 

The church is a frame building of the modern type. Built around 
the Sunday School idea, and when completed will be the nicest country 
p.ant we have. We had hoped to have this church ready for dedi- 
cation before Conference, but were set back by the storm that struck 
that part of the country. The church when completed will be worth, 
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approximately $5000. The Loranger Brothers, who are the promoters 
of the colony, gave us the lots, the lumber; worth something like 
$25,00.00. 

Special Meetings. 

Evangelistic services have been conducted in m^t of our churches, 
resulting in the conversion of some, the experience of perfect love by 
others, and the giving of new hope to our members. 

Our Opportunity. 

Our opportunity was never greater. The French population of 
our section is the most promising field we have. They are ready for 
the message of the Master. We should at this time place four or five 
additional missionaries in the bounds of the Southern district. 

Our Call. 

Our call in the first place is to prayer, an exercise of brotherly 
love, and patience. And second: to hoi yliving, and the proclamation 
of a full gospel. By this I mean the truth of guilt, the forgiveness 
of sin, the conversion of the soul, and the sanctification of the heart. 

To this blessed cause, and work of saving men and women, boys 
and girls, we here, and now, re-dedicate our lives to God.

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MEMOIRS 



No member of the Gulf Conference who has gone from us, will be 
more deeply missed, than Dr. C. A. King. He had been a regular at- 
tendant upon its sessions since its organization and took an active 
interest in every effort which was made to build up the conference. 
Somehow the members of the conference always felt that no measure 
would be indorsed which would not be for the best interest of tile 
church, when Doctor King was present. He watched the growth and 
development of the conference as a father would look after the wel- 
fare of his own child. 

For more than half a century Dr. King was an active minister 
of the gospel in the service of the Methodist Episcopal church. He en- 
tered the ministry in Maine, at the age of twenty-three years. Au- 
gusta and Bath were among his appointments. In 1871 he was 
transferred from Maine to Nebraska, and stationed in Omaha. He 
was then transferred to the Old South Kansas Conference and station- 
ed at Parsons. Dr. King also served pastorates at Hutchinson and 
Newton and as presiding elder of the Witchita and Newton districts, 
Southwest Kansas Conference. He moved from Kansas and settled 
in Louisiana, at Lake Charles in 1890, and was appointed by Bishop 
Vincent as pastor. Dr. King arrived on the field the last week in 
February, and immediately began his labors which did not cease until 
within a short time before his death. He was superintendent of the 
Gulf Mission and was presiding elder after the Mission was changed 
to the Gulf Conference. He was a builder and a pioneer who liked to 
work where others could see no harvest or had not the courage to 
plunge into the battle. He was a leader among those who organized 
campaigns against the liquor traffic in three states, Maine, Kansas 
and Southwest Louisiana. In the fields in which he labored as a 
gospel minister the churches prospered both spiritually and materially. 
Many conversions were recorded as the result of his faithful ministry. 
He was an excellent pastor and his visits in the homes of the people 
left a benediction behind him which even the children did not soon 
forget. 

At the time of Dr. King’s death he was an honored retired minis- 
ter in the Gulf Conference. His advice up to the time when his last 
message reached the conference, was received with the profoundest 
respect and consideration. We miss his presence and his brotherly 
hand grasp and gnial smile, but no one has the slightest doubt where 
to find him and some day perhaps sooner than we think, we will join 
him in his last appointment in that city which hath foundations and 
whose builder and maker is God.

TITHING 



WHEREAS, We believe that the Word of God, the Old Testament 
plainly teaches that one-tenth of our income belongs to the Lord, and 
nowhere in the New Testament can there be found anything contrary 
to this teaching, that would indicate a less amount, and 
WHEREAS, Our Discipline also teaches the duty of tithing as Scrip- 
tural — paragraph 70 — and 

WHEREAS, The pressing needs of our Church, here and elsewhere, 
are such as we feel that this should be the least proportionate of our 
financial plan of systematic giving. 

That we join ourselves together in a league, pledging ourselves 
to appropriate this tithe first to the financial obligations of our re- 
spective charges, until all such obligations have been fully met, 

That we will begin a campaign on the tithe method among our 
people and will seek to organize tithing bands in all of our churches. 



HOLINESS. 



Introduced by James R. Basket. 

WHEREAS, Our Discipline says: “In 1792 two young men in England, 
reading the Bible saw they could not be saved without holiness, fol- 
lowed after it and invited others to do so. In 1737 they saw likewise, 
that men are justified before they are Sanctified,” and, 

WHEREAS, All our books on doctrine in our course of study for young 
preachers teach this Bible truth of entire Sanctification clearly and 
emphatically; and 

WHEREAS, “Our Church is the only Church in history from Apostolic 
times until now that has put forward as its very element thought the 
great all-pervading central idea of the whole Book of God from the 
beginning to the end, the holiness of the human heart, soul, mind and 
will;” and, 

WHEREAS, Our Church has always been loyal to this grand Dc- 
positum of Methodism. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED, by the members of the Gulf Conference in Session at 
Port Arthur, that we affirm our faith and confidence in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in her loyalty to the doctrine of holiness and 
in her attitude towards those seeking the Higher Life, and be it fur- 
ther 

RESOLVED, That we invite the cooperation of all those who love the 
church and hold this Truth in Wisdom and Love to unite with us in 
“ Spreading Scriptural Holiness over these lands.” 



RESOLUTIONS PERTAINING TO THE CAMPAIGN FOR CON- 
FERENCE CLAIMANTS FOR 1916. 



WHEREAS, Most of the Conferences of our great connection are 
still engaged in an intensive campaign in the interest of increasing the 
amount of invested funds for the support of Conference Claimants, 
and 

WHEREAS, the Gulf Coference at its last Annual Session unani- 
mously voted to enter into this campaign and promised to endeavor 
to raise an amount equal to one dollar per member in the pastoral 
charges during the past year, and, 

WHEREAS, it seemed impossible to accomplish this during the 
past year on account of financial and other considerations, therefore,
